The limitations at issue "recording at least one trace of at least one instance of a procedure, wherein the at least one trace comprises a 
plurality of steps; performing an alignment and generalization of the plurality of steps, wherein the alignment identifies and aligns steps that 
are equivalent once generalized" (claim 1, lines 3-6). 



The examiner respectfully disagrees with Applicants' assertions. As set forth on pages 3-4 of the Final Action mailed 9/9/08, Lau explicitly 
teaches: 

recording at least one trace of at least one instance of a procedure (e.g., pp. 38-39, Figure 4.1 , recording a plurality of traces of a 
procedure in SMARTedit, a procedure may be a text processing task such as removing tags and all text inside comments of a HTML file), 

wherein the at least one trace comprises a plurality of steps (e.g., pp. 39-40, wherein each trace/text processing task comprises a 
plurality of user actions/steps such as copying, moving, pasting, deleting, cutting, positioning cursor, selecting regions - see Fig. 4.2 Moving 
to the first HTML comment, Fig. 4.3 Deleting the first HTML comment); 

performing an alignment and generalization of the plurality of steps (e.g., pp. 39-40, Figures 4.2 and 4.3, recording and aligning traces 
(steps/sequence of user actions) and generalizing them as text processing tasks for SMARTedit), 

wherein the alignment identifies and aligns steps that are equivalent once generalized (e.g., page 40, once generalized, each 
procedure (text processing task) consists of a sequence of identified and aligned steps/user actions). 



Accordingly, the examiner respectfully maintains ground of rejection over claims 1 and 4-18. 
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
